of Horace, I.deſign to expole every Sheet, after 
I have corrected it the laſt time, to the Judg- 
ment and Cenſure of the Learned, who will 
trouble themſelves ta make ſuch Amendments 
as may be neceſſary to pleaſe the Curious. 
And to ſhow the World IJ, am not Opiniative 
of my own Performances, I deſire all the Aſ- 
ſiſtance I can get; and ſhall be ſo far from be- 
ing diſpleas d, that I ſhall be glad to be Cor- 
rected, But after this declaration of my Con- 
deſcention to Men of Judgment, I think it a 
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1 Shou'd think my ſelf oblig d to Mr. De Foe 
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eaſie Task to free my Specimen from the 
Criticiſms of Mr. De Foe's Paper ; tho' I think 
it wou'd be more difficult to teach him to be a 
Critick, or to underſtand how to write Cor- 
realy ; for e're he ſets up for that he ought to 
read Horace, Virgil, and ſome other of the beſt 
Claſſicks, and then he wou'd underſtand, what 
the Cyclopſes were? who they work'd for, and 
the place where ? as I ſhall by and by-inform 
him, if he likes Virgil in the Latin; or, for the | 
benefit of his Exgliſu Muſe, give him Mr. Dry- 
den's Tranſlation. But to come to his Cor- 
rection of my Faults ; the firſt whereof is, he 
ſays, in Ode 1/t line 2.

Horace 5 words are, 
0 & Preſidium, & dulce decus meum. 


The Author's Expreſſion in the Original is in 
the ſingular Number; and tho he makes uſe of 
no Verb, I was oblig d to it in the difference 
of turn I give it, and find the Verb, ſprings, as 
it is us d in the ſingular Number, and diſtint- 
ly applicable either to Safery or Honour, to be 
better Grammar, and more agreeable to the 
beauty of Horace's way of exprefling himſelf, 
than if I had not 6 the Words, but 
made the Verb in the plural Number; ſo that 
the fault lies in the want of 2 Comms, as I have 
now plac d it at Safety ; which is fo in the Le- 
tin, and wou'd have directed any body that 
conſuited Hordee. And this omiſſion of the 
Preſs was nat owing to me, bur particularly 
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corrected in the laſt Proof. And if this Senſe 
of the Author's was to be writ in Proſe, it 
wou'd be, from thee,ſpeaking of Mzcenas ſprings 
my Safety, and my Honour, not as Mr. De Foe 
Remarks, becauſe Safety and Honour, though 
joyn'd by the Copulative and, are two things; 
but becauſe the two er in the Latin,O& preſidi- 


um, & dulce decus meum, make em disjuntrues, 


as may be plainly obſerv'd from the Comma, by 
thoſe that know the uſe and force of Pointing, 
either in Engliſh, or any other ge; 1 
hope this will ſatisfice the Curious that deſire 
to be ſatisfied, and I have no intention to pleaſe 
thoſe who delight to Cavil; for the more is 
ſaid, the more room there is given for them 
to find Faults. 1 

I perceive, Mr. De Foe, is very angry with 
the Moon Calf, which he Fathers upon me with- 
out any Grounds, I believe; but let who will be 
the Author of it, I muſt tell him, he does, and 
has done him a great deal of injuſtice, by pre- 
tending to quote his Words and Page, when 
he delivers the Page falſe, and the Senſe quite 
contrary, either to his Words or Meaning. He 
ſays, That Black is nothing but White, and quotes, 
Moon Calf, pag. 4. when in the Moon Cali, the 
Words are, how common is it for you ig ſay, 2s 


contrary as Black and White , when thereis oo 


Black but what is White, Moon Calf, pag. 12. 
Is this kind of uſage agreeable to Mr. De Foe's 
Pretenſions, which I once thought were Juſt 
and Honourable, till he gave me Reaſons to 
ſuſpend my Judgment. Bur there are more In- 
conſiſtencies he throws upon the Moon Calf in 
his other Papers, which are of the like Nature 

falſly quoted, and falſſy apply'd , which is the 
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worſt kind of Treatment he could have uſed, 
and will fall the fouleſt upon himſelf in the 
Judgment of all Perſons who value Truth, and 
abhor a Lye ; for Falſities are the more noto- 
riqus for being in Print , when they are writ 
with Deſign to deceive ; and ſuch they muſt 
be, that repreſent things contrary to what 
they evidently appear to be, But to proceed 
with the next.

Cyclops creates is Grammar undoubtedly , be- 
cauſe Cyclops is the ſingular number, and ſo is 
the verb creates, but jt ought to have been 

_ writ Cyclops's in the plural, and then his Re- 
mark had Juſt, and the Word ſhould have 
been create in the plural Number; not as Mr. 
De Foe expreſſes it, make à plural. T own this 
is not ſo good Senſe as it ought to have been, 

but he'll never be able to prove it falſe Gram- 
mar as printed, and as he pretends. So much for 
that Point: Now let us conſider our Critick's 

- in the Poets or other Ancient Authors, 


and find. how he came acquainted with the 
Cyclapſe:, which, miſtaking after me, he calls 
the Cyclops, who, we have been told, ſays he, 
Are a Gang f Pluto's Armour-Makers, Anglice 
Hammer-Smiths, and Work at a Forge the Lord 
I wonder where Mr. De Foe, read of Pluto's 
ever being a Hero, and wearing Armonr, that 
the Cyclopſes ſhould be his particular. Armour- 
Malers, ſince they were known to be Vulcan's 
Work-Men,and wroughtArmour for Pallas, and 
the Heroes of the Age, at Vulcans own Hoale, 
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as Vgihdeſcribes em; and I know not where 
_ elſe he will meet with ſuch another Account 

of em; how little ſoever he may value it, 1 

think it very fine as deſcribed. |
